Dr. Lougee is of the opinion thr.t th,' 
shot would not hav^ causc-d insiant 
death, but he is positive that the blow 
on the head was a fatal one.

Tne murderers undoubtedly committed 


the deoil m jrder to rob Dodg-e, who gen- 
erally carried considerable money. Cor- 
onar I^ougse has learned that Dodge wa8 
last seen on Sept. 12, when he went to 
the store for pork and crackers, shortly 
after noon, and he 
was undoubtedly 


killed that day. 
A window in the rear 


of the house \vas broken, and it is be- 
lieved when Dodge returned to the house 
with the purchases he had made he was 
attacked and 'filled by someone who had 
gained an entrance during his brief ab- 
sence. 
Coroner Lougee is sure the mur- 


der was noi committed during the night, 
as the body is clothed with the apparel 
•worn at tha time the man visited the 
store. 
Tha body was found about 160 


feet from the house, and had 
been 


dragged there by the collar of the coat. 


Coroner Lougee Impaneled a jury, who 


will report next Tuesday.

was assassinated in n peculiarly horrihlo 
manner. The war between Russia hii-1 
Persia, in which Ku&bia had won tlip vi'-- 
tory, had jusl ended, uiul Gribojedolf, 
who was n celebrated clrainntic author, 
was sent 
HH minister to the defeated 


country. No sooner did HP reach Teheran. 
than the clci-jjy or the city urged the pop- 
ulace to nttaok him, and the result was 
that on Fob. 20 a mob broke into the 1«- 
gation and murdered him, as well as U8 
other persons who formed part of bis 
retinue. 


Quickly the news spread to St. Peters- 


burg, and the czar ilcterruined that Per- 
sia should pay heavily for the crime. A. 
rigid invest igation was at unco started 
and when it was over 40 residents of Te- 
heran were condemned to death and wer« 
duly 
executed 
and 30,000,000 rubles 


were awarded by Deisia to the relatives 
of the mtudered minister as an indemni- 
ty. That this was a wholesome lesson 
lor Pei bin is proved by the fact that ever 
since then foreign ministers have bec-tt 
treated with marked respect in that coun- 
try. 


A more remarkable occurrence was the 


murder of two French envoys, which 
took place at Rastatt in April, 1799. 
A 


congress had been in session iu this little 
town for the purpose of settling the dif- 
ferences between France and Germany 
and Austria. So far as Germany was 
concerned, an amicable agreement was 
arrived at, but France and Austria re- 
mained at loggerheads, and consequently 
the French envoys, finding that they 
could accomplish nothing, resolved to re- 
turn at once to Paris. They had arrang- 
ed to leave Rastatt at noon, but for some 
unaccountable reason the gates of the 
town weic- closed at that hour and were 
not reopened until late iu the evening. 


Fearing nothing, the envoys and their 


retinue got into their eight coaches and 
drove off. Hardly had they gone a mile, 
however, when they -were stopped by a 
troop of hussars, presumably Austrians, 
who ordered them to leave their car- 
riages. A conflict then ensued, in which 
fno euvojs, Bonnier and Roherjolt, were 
killed, while the third, Dubey, was so 
badly wounded that bis life was despair- 
ed of for some time. After murdering 
the two envoys the hussars paid no fur- 
ther attention to the less important mem- 
bers of their retinue, but rode off, and 
from that day to this ao one has been 
able to find out who was responsible for 
the murders. 


The Austrian cabinet has been blamed 


and so have French emigrants, the direct- 
ory, England and Queen Caroline of Na- 
ples, but the requisite proof of guilt has 
not yet been found, and the general opin- 
ion is that the murders at Rastatt will re- 
main one of the inexplicable mysteries of 
history. — New York Herald.

m, Cannibalistic Tribe of Indiana. 
Pi;of eseor W. J. McGee of the ethno- 


logical division of the Smithsonian in- 
stitution has started from Phenix, A. 
T., "at the head of an expedition bound 
for the land of the Ceris Indians, in 
Sonora, near the mouth of the Colorado 
river. With him go Delaricey Gill, an 
artist of tlne Smithsonian gtaff, and a 
couple of frontiersmen, says the New 
York Tribune. They are escorted by 
Senor Emillo Mata, a special treasury 
agent of the Mexican government The 
party, taking provisions for a two 
months' trip, uses "backboard transpor- 
tation. Sonora will be entered at the 
Bubport of Snnto Domingo, on the in- 
ternational line aouth of Glla Bend. 


The Ceris Indian*- are considered the 


most bloodthirsty and most secluded 
of all the North A«jerican tribes. They 
are difficult of approach, usually either 
fleeing or staying' to fight on the ap- 
proach of strangers. They speak a cu- 
rious tonfue that has no affinity what- 
ever with «»y other tenown aboriginal 
dialect, and their customs are also pe- 
culiar to the tribe. 
Cannibalism i« 


practiced on the bodies of enemies kill- 
ed in battle. The main hold of the 
tribe, on Tiburon island. In the gulf of 
California, has been assailed many 
times by the Spaniards and Mexicans, 
but always unsuccessfully. The earli- 
est known mention of the Cert* Is In 
the ancient chronicle of the annihila- 
tion of a company of Spanish troops 
sent by Governor Coronado to explore 
the island. The Mexican government 
does not pretend to exercise jurisdic- 
tion over Tiburon. The band that Pro- 
fessor McGee will visit Is more pacific 
than the main divtelou of the tribe on 
the island. The mainland Cerls live in 
rude Huts pear the seashore, practice 
no agriculture and lire wholly «pon 
shellfish and shell game. Oysters and 
other bivalves are to be found on the 
beach in enormous quantities, uncov- 
ered daily by the extreme tidal out- 
flow of the tipper gulf. 


The professor has been among the 


Ceris before and probably knows more 
of them already than does any other 
living white man. He spent a month 
on Tiburon island in 1894, about the 
time the savages murdered and ate R. 
E. L. Robinson, a venturesome eastern 
newspaper man, and a companion. He- 
Gee was on the island again the next 
year and then succeeded in establish- 
ing reasonably amicable relations with 
the fierce tribesmen. Thus he was en- 
abled to compile a vocabulary of 700 
words of the Ceris tongue. With the 
advantage of this knowledge he be- 
lieves his expedition will result in 
important discoveries, clearing away 
much of the mystery that has been at- 
tached by ethnologists to the strange 
and forbidding tribe.

Kenna was shot in the right side of the 
head; fatal wound; taken to Bellevue. 


Mr. Croker, if he will refresh his 


mind with the newspaper files of the 
period, will recall that there was a 
light between his little party of de- 
fenders of a pure ballot and a like lit- 
tle party assembled about O'Brien, that 
in the midst Qf the disturbance a shot 
was heard, that John McKentaa, one of 
O'Brien's companions, fell to the ground 
uiih a bullet thiourih hid heaj, that a 
half dozen or more 
shots 
followed, 


thnt a policeman, John Sinythe, car- 
ried McKenna to a drug store, and that 
McKenna gasped: "Dick Croker shot 
me," He will remember, also, if he stirs 
his memory a little, that at the station 
house whither all particpants in, the 
fight for a pure ballot had been es- 
corted by the police, he, Mr. Croker, 
entered a charge of kssault against 
O'Brien, and O'Brien entered a c'-.arge 
of murder against Mr Croker. At the 
coroner's inquest there was testimony 
that Mr. Croker was seen with a pistol 
in his hand, an'd still others that he had 
no pistol. The coroner's jury brought 
in a verdict of "death from a pistol- 
shot wound in the head by some party 
to the jury unknown." If Mr. Croker 
will continue to prod his memory he 
will recall the next step in this in- 
teresuifcj experience, which was his in- 
dictment by the grand jury on Novem- 
ber IS, 1ST4 for the murder of John Mc- 
Kenna, He will also remember that in 
his testimony as- to the cause oi" the 
trouble, he said that when 
he 
ap- 


proached the polls he remarked, in a 
somewhat irritating manner, to O'Brien 
and his associates: 
"If 
you thieves 


doi/t get out of this district you'll fetch

prison;" 
that 
O'Brien 


shouted back. "I don't want any re- 
peaters round here like you," and that 
he himself, Crocker, 
retorted: 
"We 


don't want any 
suckers and loafr-s 


around here." After this exchang

compliments, said Mr. Croker 
111 his 


testimony: "Then I hauled off ars'l V !* 
him again. O'Brien struck me at the 
side of the head. I am sure I struck 
him twice in the teeth." In summing 
up the evidence in the case, Judge Bar- 
rett, who conducted the trial, s-aid: 


There are some facts about which 


there is no conflict, and onte- of them is 
this: It is an undoubted fact that the 
very origin of the ai'fair, the absolute 
commencement 
of it, emanated from 


the prisoner himself—that is, he, in 
company with the two Hickeys and 
Sheridan, met Borst and Costello. He 
threatened Borst, substantially direct- 
ed him to get out of the district; told 
him if he didn't do so he would get into 
state prison. Now that was the origin 
of the affair. 
It commenced at t h i t 


point, and I am bound to say to you 
that the prisoner had no right to take 
any such position as to Borst. It is 
also an undoubted fact that Bors-t and 
Costello and the two O'Brien^ were- un- 
armed. 
It is equally an undoubted 


fact that the two Hickeys and Sheri- 
dan, who were in the immediate com- 
pany of the prisoner were armed. 


The jury failed to agree, and Mr. 


Croker was discharged. He was never 
retried. We do not recall the case now 
with any idea of showing that he was 
guilty of the- charge, but merely to 
show him what a risk he takes when 
he incites- his followers to "riot at the 
polls." He surely cantaot wish them to 
get into such trouble as he got into. 
They may go armed as his associates 
went, and they may under excitement 
commit such indiscretions as he found 
himself 
implicated in 28 years- ago. 


Rioting, under the most favorable con- 
ditions, is a risky busintess, and no 
man should realize this more com- 
pletely than Mr .Croker.

Rural Schools Subject of Important 


Address Officers 
Re-Elected 


The convention of the 
Berkshire 


Conr.ty teachers, the morning session 
of which was reported in yesterday's 
is.~ue, was continued through the af- 
ternoon with two excellent addresses. 
Mason S. Stone of Montpelier. Vt., 
stale superintendent 
of schools, de- 


livered a very Interesting address on 
"Country life and rural schools." 


The speaker said that it was with 


more or less hesitation that he came 
do-n-n from the Green mountains to 
address a Massachusetts audience on 
on educational topic ar.l'T instead* of 
speaking on "Educational methods," 
his appointed subject, he had decided 
to talk on something more fundamen- 
tal. 


He referred to the fact that between 


1880 and 1S90, 39 per cent of the rural 
towns of the country had lost in porm- 
Hatton. 
'The .characteristics oS the 


rural and urban'life had become in- 
tensified. For the young men he said 
that the country was the means, the 
city the end: the country furnished 
the home, the city the buslnes: the 
country provides the men, the city the 
opportunity, and so they are closely 
related. 


The country Is coming more and 


more in touch with the city through 
the daily papers and periodicals. He 
averred that the country youth be- 
comes naturalized by contact with na- 
ture, while the city lad becomes 
naturalized by contact with human, 
nature, tha one is elementary, the 
other is advanced. In continuance he 
compared the educational advantages 
of the country and <:ty youth. 


Mr. Stone is an easy sneaker and his 


address was heard with not a little 
interest. 


The final address of the day was de- 


livered by Profesor C. F. Matxey of 
Williams college 
on "Instruction in 


English." His underlying thought was 
that there was too much theory and 
too little practicfe in the secondarv 
schools, and he told of several in- 
stances of boys entering college de- 
ficient in the rudiments of education 
and especially in spelling.

Reso- 
lutions were adopted thanking; the 
speakers and the school authorities of 
Pittsfield for the courtesies extended. 


The plan of dividing the morning 


j sessions into sections was most suc- 
I cessful so much so that many of the 


teachers commented onl the fact that it 
had never been done before. It is prob- 
able that next year this scheme will 
be extended to include kindergartens 
and rural schools. 


A number of local teachers took part 


in the work of the sections. Miss Susan 
G. Lombard of the 
Mark 
HopkinU 


school gave some practical experiences 
in spelling. Spelling correctly is now 
considered to be necessary to a com- 
mon school educa.tion. In England, in 
former times, words were spelled in 
several ways, the word "possible" for 
instance, heing spelled in eight dif- 
ferent ways. 
She; advocated writing 


the words On the board, permitting pu- 
pils to obtain a good ,ook at them and 
then drawing a curtain beioru iiu:ui, 
d-M'ving back the curtain to correct 
each pupil's errors. Some words must 
be mastered by the eye and some by 
the ear. 
Miss Lombard gave other 


helpful suggestions in spelling1 of words 
pronounced the same, but spelled dif- 
Ccrently. 


Miss Nellie M. Potter of Adams read 


a paper on "High aohool extension." 
High school extension was tried last 
year In Adams, the classes meeting 
once a week. Not only high 
school 


graduates but also busirless men and 
iirrdons interested 
in

taupht. 
It proved most 
successful. 


Drawing, English and German were the 
fini'isps taught.

He must keep up this enthusiasm no 
matter what may be the discourage- 
ments as what love the pupils have for 
the subject Is obtained from the teacher 
In addition to this punctuation, spel- 
lin'g and general rhetoric must also 
claim the attention ot the English 
teacher. But he is not responsible for 
every error of this kind— the teachers 
of the other departments in which ex- 
ercises oral or written are held in 
English, are at fault inl not making 
corrections of the errors which fall 
under their observation. Other teach- 
ers were asked to co-operate -with the 
English teachers in bettering these ex- 
iting- conditions. 


'VMiMis B. Anthony, supervisor of

Firat Meeting of » New Yori£ Mmn 


•With the Expert Ia London. 


"T was in Loudon several years ago 


transacting some business for the United 
Stntes government," said a New York 
business man. "I had to havo a good deal 
of typewriting done and used to take it to 
a young woman who had an office in the 
Strand. Near by there wai then, and 
probably is now, a chess club. It was a 
bohemian sort of resort and was much 
frequented by foreign players of tha 
gam«. I had often heard of the place and 
that strangers were welcome, io one day 
while waiting for some typewriting to be 
finished 1 went up stairs to the lace. 


"Shortly after I had entered and wis 


glancing around to familiarize myself 
with the surroundings a dark young man 
curne up anfi bowing pleasantly accosted 
me in broken English. He said that he 
saw I was n stranger, but that all such 
were more than welcome there and offer- 
ed to escort me around the place. He 
asked me if I played chess, and 1 replied 
that I was u member of the iS'ew York 
Chess club, though by no means an ex- 
pert at the !i;ime. 


"He then :isked me if I would like to 


play and offered himself as an opponent, 
saying that as I deemed myself a novice 
he would handicap himself by playing 
without the queen. 
I replied that I 


would gladly play, but would not accept 
any odds at first, but that after we had 
played a few games together he could 
judge of my ability and we could easily 
arrange what handicap I should have. 


"He sat down at one of the tables and 


put the men in position on one of the big 
boards. These boards and chessmen, by 
the way, have been in use for more than 
a hundred years, and some of the pieces 
are BO worn that in some cases, despite 
their size, it is difficult to distinguish a 
castle from a bishop. I had the white 
men and started out with one of the regu- 
lation openings. 


"After a few moves had been made by 


each of us I noticed something peculiar 
about his play. He certainly had man- 
nged so that ho was DOW on the offensive, 
but in one or two instances where he 
might have moved so as to take a piece 
he deliberately, so it seemed to me, avoid- 
ed doing so. Yet, notwithstanding his 
etrange way of playing, I could make no 
headway at all and could not manat to 
take any of his pieces. 


"I castled my king and directed my 


play entirely on the defensive, endeavor- 
ins at the same time to fathom his meth- 
ods, which by this time seemed almost 
unrnnny. 
Suddenly he made a movo in 


a direction I least expected and said, 
'Mate in two moves.' 


'•I carefully scanned the board, aad it 


was as he said, aud then I fathomed the 
reason of his peculiar mores.

checkmated me without the loss of a 
piece by either of us.

J. K«mp Bartlett, Jr., of Baltimore la 


secretary and treasurer of this com- 
pany. H* was In Luray recently at 
the meeting of the stockholders. Speak- 
ing of the plans of the company to a 
New York World reporter, Mr, Bartlett 
eald: 


"Many of the most beautiful parts of 


the caverns are still Inaccessible to the 
tourists. We Intend to open them up 
this winter. Parts that are still un- 
known will be explored. Men are busy 
now blasting through the solid lime- 
stone to find a room which our ob., 
sorvations have convinced us Is there. 
This new room will doubtless lead to 
further discoveries. It Is evident that 
there are large caverns whose locations 
are yet unknown. I took a walk over 
Cave hill and took a look at the many 
sink holes. I threw pieces of burning 
paper Into them to find If there was a 
draft In or out 
I found that there, 


was a draft out of the hole at the top 
of the hill and one blowing Into It at 
the bottom. 


"It Is also known that there are «• 


tensive caverns on a lower level than 
those which have been explored. The 
lower ones ore as large, I believe, as 
those that the tourists see. In many 
places I noticed that the floor of the 
cave was only a crust a couple of 
Inches thick. Through holes In it we 
dropped rocks, which, by the sound, 
would indicate that there are large 
caverns underneath. Several lakes that 
used to be In the cave have disappear- 
ed, showing that the water has sunk to 
a lower level. 


"One of the places that will be open-, 


cd up Is by far the most beautiful of 
nny that have been visited. It Is the 
Broaddus lake district. In It Is a lake 
as clear as crystal, with a great dome 
above It, with stalactites hanging down 
and a shower 'of drops of water falling 
from them into the lake."

Scope of Prov«»«d Exhibit at til* 


Pan-American Exposition. 


The division of fine arts in the Pan- 


American exposition, to be held next 
year in Buffalo, is under the competent 
direction of Mr. William A. Coffin of' 
New York. The original plan was to 
have a raised exposition, made up of 
ths works of American and foreign 
artists, with pictures representing all 
schools, ancient and modern, to be bor- 
rowed from prominent American col- 
lectors. 
Very sensibly this plan has 


been so altered as to make the exhibi- 
tion consist of works by American art- 
ists only—those at home, those abroad 
and those recently deceased, says the 
New York Sun. The scope of the exhi- 
bition includes works of art not only 
from the United States, but from tho 
Pan-American countries and colonies 
which Lave officially signified their In- 
tention of contributing. For example, 
there is a strong little group of artists 
In Cahada, there are some in the City 
of Mexico, and there are a few promi- 
nent South Americans, such, for In- 
stance, as Albert Lynch of Paris, who 
Is a native of Chile. The intention la 
to make at Buffalo, instead of a scat- 
tering and perhaps unsatisfactory res- 
ume of all art, a very high class and 
representative exhibition of American 
art In the four usual classes—namely: 


First, painting; second, sculpture; 


third, drawings, etchings, engravings 
»nd black and white generally; fourth, 
architecture. 


Depending on tho space necessary to 


exhibit properly works produced In the 
last quarter of a century is a project 
to give also a retrospective exhibition 
of American art covering the work of 
such men as Copley, Gilbert Stuart and 
other prominent artists of the earlier 
years.

His; Wasre* Was Sulkr at Flrlt. 


Probably no workman ever felt less 


satisfied with his pay at the time than 
did Nicholas Sparks vrhen he received a 
deed of the land on which a large part 
of Ottawa is now built. The deed wai 
givea in lieu of money duo for wages, 


Sparks was a native ol "Woburn, Mass. 


Having picneei- in.-itincts, he had pushed 
up into tho less settled parts of Canada 
and obtained employment with a man 
named V/rif?iit on the northern shore of 
the Ottawa river, at a point known as the 
Gatineau. The city of Ottawa was des- 
tined to be built on the southern shore, 
nearly opposite, but there was yet no evi- 
dence of the flourishing capital city of 
Canada. Sparks worked for his employ- 
er for some months; but, not receiving 
his wages to hi.s satisfaction, he decided 
to make a change. He was obliged to 
accept for comppnsr\tion a deed of a tract 
of land on the south side of the Ottawa 
river. The deed was taken reluctantly 
as being the 'ae!>l. that could be done un- 
der the circumstances. 


It happened, however, that just about 


this time some activity began to be man- 
ifest along the southern bank of the riv- 
er. The British government had com- 
missioned Colonel By to construct for 
military purposes a canal which should 
join the Ottawa river with the great 
lakes. The point where this canal was to 
be cut w.is within the land deeded to 
Sparks. Operations on ( he canal brought 
together a large numbti of workmen, and 
a settlement sooc sprang up, which as- 
sui'.ned the proportions of a town. This 
roUiyment was called By Town, after the 
engineer who had tho work in charge. 
By this time Sparks found himself fairly 
prosperous, as he was able to sell small 
parcels of his land to the new settlers at 
a very erood profit. 


By Town continued to grow and pros- 


per until its crowning honor came to it 
when the British government, noticing 
the beauty and security of its inland po- 
sition, selected the site for the capital 
of the 
newiy confederated 
Canadian 


provinces. 
The name was changed to 


Ottawa, and the place grew rapidly into 
a large and handsome city, as it ia at 
present. 
Nicholas Sparks lived to see 


all these changes. Some of the fine gov- 
ernment buildings were erected upon the 
land deeded to him. The finest residences 
and business blocks are upon the land 
the title of which is derived from Sparks. 
The principal street in the city is called 
Sparks street. 
Before he filed the old 


man's wealth had become very great. 
He was quite illiterate, and it was a 
laborious process for him to sign 'his 
name. But his descendants form one of 
the wealthiest and most aristocratic fam- 
ilies in Canada. It is one of the many 
romances of wealth on this continent.— 
Washjnston Post.

A true fissure 
vein has boon struck, to which there 
can be no bottom, and which will grow 
richer as it goes deeper. There are on- 
ly two elements to be met in milliner, 
sulphur and arsenic, and both of these 
are pasilv handled. There is compara- 
tively little waste, the ore beinjr far 
better thai that in the succpssful Nova 
Scotia mines, where five tons of crude 
ore are n^ocle.l to produce one ton of 
good working ore. 


As to the practical working of the 


mine, 
Professor 
Sutr>hen 
estimated 


that the mining would cost $1 a ton 
and milliner $1.50 a ton, making a total 
of $2.50 a ton. The tests he has made 
showed the ore to produce $10.16 a ton. 
This means a clear profit of S7.50 a ton, 
enough to make it a safe investment. 


The location of the mine on a side 


hill is such that the works could be 
located conveniently and nearby, in- 
stead of at a distance, as ii the c?se 
in some western mines. This reduces 
the complexity of the situation greatly. 
It would be the nlan to open the lowest 
vein- 
on the hill first, and have a 


natural rtraniage. 


He said that a 20-ton plant such as 


would be wanted could be installed and 
run fo- some time, including nower, 
for $12.000. Mr. Lyons in developing 
the mine so far lias put in about ?7000 
or $8000. and has now got it to a rioint 
where the mine is ready to turn oul 
a. profit from the first, in the opinion 
of Professor Sutphen. His plan would 
be to organize a stock company with, 
a capital «tock of $20,000, divided into 
80,000 ?luiros, and to pool a sufficient 
amount to reoay him what he has nut 
into the work so far. The rest would 
be amply sufficient for the installing 
of the plant, and the beginning of pay- 
ing work. 


On the return Professor Sutnhen said 


that thechances of high nrofit were 
nine out of ten. and such that in the 
west it would be considered as a sreat 
find. From the expressions of some of 
the men who went, there is strons 
prospect that a new industry will be 
added to the many that characterize 
North Adams.
